Wheeling township tire ration­ 
ing board has easily kept within 
its budget for passenger cars as 
the applications for 
such 
tires 
have been within the quotas of 
January and February. There is 
some misunderstanding among car 
ow ners as to wffiat sizes “obsolete” 
applies. 
The board is permitted 
only to issue “obsolete” certificates 
for the sizes that are mentioned 
on the official list, wffiich is given 
below. 
“Generally speaking,” states O. 
G. Barrett, “everybody appears to 
want to cooperate and obey the 
law’. It must be remembered, how­ 
ever that before any certificate 
can be issued, present tires must 
be worn dowrn almost to the van­ 
ishing point. The great majority 
of car users' do not have tires in 
that condition, wTiieh explains the 
few applications that are filed with 
the rationing board.” 
The board meets at 8:00 o’clock 
every Saturday night at the Ar­ 
lington Heights village hall. Mr. 
Barrett states that they are will­ 
ing and invite applicants to be 
present at that time and present 
their applications in person. Their 
presence gives the board an op­ 
portunity to obtain information on 
doubtful points or to explain to 
the applicant why his request can 
not be granted.

Airport films 
discovered to be 
amateur hobby 


Northwest Cook county had a 
‘taste” of espionage Friday that 
appeared to be the real thing. 
Scores of squad cars, from the 
FBI office, state and county and 
various municipalities 
flocked to 
south State rd., Arlington Heights, 
following the discovery by Officer 
EJ mer Karstens of the “wanted” 
car. The driver, Raymond Tagge, 
whose home is in Elk Grove forest 
preserve, was taken into custody 
by the county police and with his 
camera and plates were turned over 
to the FBI for a five hour grilling. 
Raymond, who is a student in the 
local high school was released. It 
was just a case of an overzealous 
amateur 
photographer, 
but two 
things were accomplished. 
Guards at the Curtis 
airfield 
were shown to be negligent and 
the value of police broadcast was 
again demonstrated in a big way, 
with Officer Karstens receiving the 
major credit for the early appre­ 
hension of the culprit—though he 
was innocent. 
The watchman at the observation 
tower of Curtis field through his 
glasses saw Tagge take the pic­ 
tures and secured the license num­ 
ber of the car. The information was 
broadcast over county and state 
radios. Karstens received the mes­ 
sage at 4:10. An hour later he dis­ 
covered the car, with a flat tire, 
near the Witt service station on 
south State road. He immediately 
notified the county police and, rec­ 
ognizing the car, gave the name 
and address of the owner. Within 
a few minutes a county squad car 
cruising on Higgins rd. was at the 
Tagge home and had taken Ray­ 
mond and his camera into custody. 
Tile car was guarded all night 
*by county police until 
the FBI 
could have its finger-printing lab­ 
oratory on the scene when prints 
were taken. 
Tagge was released 
when the 
government men were convinced 
that he was not a spy, and had 
no connections with any espionage 
ring. It was an incident of pre­ 
paredness which was lacking at 
Pearl Harbor.

Arlington Heights Defense Coun­ 
cil needs cash. It is going to ask 
every householder and every wage 
earner to contribute to the fund 
that will enable the local defense 
body to maintain its various activi­ 
ties. 
“Civilian Defense is a local pro­ 
ject operated for the protection of 
the lives and property of local per­ 
sons,” said Chairman Homer Byrd 
in a brief address to the first meet­ 
ing of the civilian defense finance 
committee last Friday night. “This 
work is organized on a national 
scale,” went on Mr. Byrd, “but it 
is operated and will have to be sup­ 
ported entirely by local people.” 
Acting on this advice the finance 
committee adopted a program of 
fund-raising designed to meet all 
estimated needs of the Arlington 
Heights civilian defense program 
for the present year of the war. 
Only a rough estimate of tliese 
needs can be made at this time 
because of lack of experience with 
the problems to be encountered. 
With hundreds of volunteer work­ 
ers requiring equipment of various 
kinds, with printing, postage, and 
office materials to be provided, and

The past two 
weeks canvassers rang every door­ 
bell in the village to obtain sig­ 
natures on enrollment blanks and 
emergency housing cards. 
But some residents have not, as 
yet, obtained an enrollment blank. 
There is an unlimited supply at the 
village hall, however, and blanks 
may be procured and signed there. 
Enrollment blanks will also be de­ 
livered and called for by the mes­ 
senger service unit of the command 
post.

Parents need the courage to re­ 
linquish set ideals said Mr. Moore, 
and must encourage religion in 
the home. 
Prayer should have a 
prominent place in every day home 
life in his opinion, as something 
to tie to. Children must be taught 
to seek strength for a source they 
cannot see. We must build a spirit 
that is unbeatable, an enthusiasm 
for something and a blind loyalty. 
The ideals of the flag should 
be expressed in the school room 
and at home, and schools must help 
to make good Americans, broad­ 
minded, by teaching both sides of 
a question. 
Parents must not discuss 
the 
mistakes ol past administrations 
and those now in office before their 
children, says Mr. Moore, for they 
have the ability to understand only 
as they are developed, and do not 
have the background of adult ex­ 
perience.

Have you heard about the Consumer’s Pledge all homemakers 
have been asked to sign? It’s a pledge to help conserve—as a part 
of our civilian defense activity—everything we own and use. 
Most of us are inclined to forget when we buy a new' coat—or 
food—or house-cleaning supplies—that we are buying the services of 
men in factories—and of the railroads that bring these articles to 
us. When we turn on an electric light, do we ever think of the big 
power plants with their complicated machinery and the network of 
wires and poles necessary to bring electricity into our homes? Do we 
ever think of the coal that keeps these plants going—and the men 
toiling in the coal mines? Yet.waste affects ail of these as well as our­ 
selves. So you see how very important this pledge is. 
CONSUMER’S PLEDGE 
I Will Buy Carefully 
I Will Take Good Care of the Things I have 
I Will Waste Nothing 
If you’ve not already signed one of these pledges, won’t you clip 
this one—or copy it—and have everyone in your family, who is old 
enough to cooperate, sign it?

The Next Step 
We can begin by urging even the youngest members of the family 
to watch and turn off all electric lights not in use. Let them under­ 
stand that when they do this they are helping to conserve not only 
electric power but coal which is one of our country’s resources we 
must conserve, if we are to get ahead in this struggle for sufficient 
production to win the war. Next let’s concentrate on the best way 
to use our cooking heat so that none will be wasted. We’ll be helping 
our budgets as well as helping our country conserve coal. 
THIRTEEN POINTS FOR SAVING COOKING HEAT 
There are at least thirteen different ways we can do this. These 
points apply to electric, gas, or other stoves, and they are listed in 
the January 1942 issue of the Consumer’s Guide, a publication of the 
Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
1. Use the oven for several things at once. When you’re going to 
use your oven for one dish, plan to bake others at the same 
time. 
2. Be sure to have any food you are going to bake ready to go 
into the oven when the oven is at the right temperature. 
3. Place pans in alternate positions on oven racks, in order to pro­ 
vide for circulation of heat, thus consuming a minimum of 
heat energy. 
4. Do not keep opening the oven door. You shouldn’t have to look 
at the food until the baking time is almost up. 
6. Don’t use the oven to heat the kitchen—unless you just have to. 
Saving Heat by Proper Use of Top Burners and Heating Units 
6. Do not heat a whole teakettle of water when you need only 
a little. 
7. Heat water in the same utensil in which it is to be used, and 
always cover the utensil. 
8. The sediment which forms in the bottom of the teakettle should 
be removed if you want to save your cooking heat. 
9. Use flat bottom pans the same size or only slightly larger than 
the heating unit. Pans that are too small waste heat. If they are 
too large they may cause the enamel on the range to chip or 
crack. 
10. Do not scrub the bottoms of pans until they shine—a dull sur­ 
face absorbs more heat than a shiny one. 
11. Use pans with tightly fitted covers to conserve heat, 
12. Cook most foods, especially vegetables, in the smallest possible 
amount of w*ater. It saves vitamins and minerals as well as 
cooking heat. 
13. Do as much cooking as you can during non-peak-load hours. 
This, of course, applies especially to defense plant areas where 
the electric generating capacity is limited. You may find you 
can have your dinner a little earlier or later—or at least pre­ 
pare a good part of it earlier in the day.

Some of the items th at are de­ 
ductible from gross income to de­ 
term ine net income are listed in 
this article. Lack of space pre­ 
vents a full explanation of the var­ 
ious deductions. If in doubt on any 
item consult the nearest collector 
of internal revenue, deputy col­ 
lector or internal revenue agent. 
In the event of failure to make 
and file an income tax return as re­ 
quired by law within the prescrib­ 
ed time, a certain percent of the 
amount of the tax is required to be 
added to the tax unless failure to 
file the return within the prescrib­ 
ed tim e is showrn to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner to be due to 
reasonable cause and not to willful 
neglect. 
The amount to be added to the 
tax is 5 percent if the failure is 
for more than thirty days, with an 
additional 5 percent for each addi­ 
tional thirty days or fraction there­ 
of during which failure to file a re­ 
turn continues, not to exceed 25 
percent in the aggregate. 
A taxpayer who files a tardy re­ 
turn and wishes to avoid the addi­ 
tion to the tax for 
delinquency 
m ust make an affirmative showing 
of all facts, alleged as a reasonable 
cause for failure to file the return 
on time, in the form of an affidavit 
which should be attached to the 
return. Alleged ignorance of the 
law' does not constitute reasonable 
cause for delinquency. 
Taxpayers should make every ef­ 
fort to file their returns within 
the time prescribed 
by law and 
thus avoid the possibility of the 
additions to the tax for delinquency 
in filing returns.

ial. This is to help keep out of the 
enemy’s hands any m aterials she 
may be entirely out of . 
The government wants to ques­ 
tion the men in the ship to try and 
find out their objective and to se­ 
cure from the men any informa­ 
tion that they can. Police should 
guard the plane, both from the 
public and from the men who are 
flying it. Most planes contain an 
explosive in the form 
of a time 
bomb which will explode in about 
15 minutes, its purpose being to 
destroy any secret instrum ents in 
the ship and prevent the capturers 
from obtaining im portant inform a­ 
tion.

Well planned

Smaller and 
more intensively 
cultivated 
gardens 
were 
recom­ 
mended for 1942 by B. L. Weaver, 
associate in vegetable crops, who 
spoke today before Farm and Home 
Week at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Shortage of farm labor, decrease 
in size of farm 
families, high 
prices of certain seeds and pos­ 
sibly difficulties in securing con­ 
tainers for canning are factors 
which will determine the size of 
garden plantings. However, profits 
from the garden owing to the pros­ 
pective high prices of vegetables 
will be larger in 1942, Weaver pre­ 
dicted. 
“It is im portant, therefore, to se­ 
cure the highest possible yields 
from the home garden. All seed 
should be treated before planting 
and the rate of seeding gauged to 
prevent waste. Diseases should be 
controlled by spraying or rusting.” 
Families were advised to reduce 
the number of crops to those which 
best meet their needs and prefer­ 
ences and thus economize on the 
amounts and kinds of seed pur­ 
chased. 
. Any family enterprise requires 
planning to be successful, Weaver 
emphasized. The vegetable garden 
is distinctly a family enterprise 
and will be successful only when it 
receives its proportionate share of 
time and attention.

Milk consumption is increasing 
by sales through stores when there 
is a satisfactory differential 
in 
price, L. L. Hummed, of the public 
relations department of the Kroger 
Grocery & Baking Company, Cin­ 
cinnati, O., said today at the an­ 
nual Farm and Home Week of the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
Differences in distribution costs 
justify more than a cent a quart 
differential, he pointed out. F ur­ 
ther savings to consumers are ef­ 
fected in some markets by quantity 
discounts. 
Paper containers have 
been an effective means to increase 
store sales and reduce distribution 
costs. 
The average American drinks 
little more than half a pint of milk 
daily, while nutritionists recom­ 
mend a pint for adults and a quart 
for children. 
High costs of milk 
have been a factor in keeping con­ 
sumption levels low, Pummel] said. 
As a result sales of condensed and 
evaporated milk have increased. 
Use of canned milk has nearly 
doubled in two decades and today 
more cans are used for milk than 
for any other single item in a food 
store. 
Distributors’ costs, according to 
federal surveys, will be three or 
four cents a quart, and often more, 
when milk is delivered to the home. 
Yet in many cities, such as Youngs­ 
town and Akron, O., no differen­ 
tial exists, and in no large Ohio 
city is there a differential of more 
than one cent. Consequently store 
sales have been kept at a lower 
level, Rummell contended, because 
the consumer is not
